least one selected from aryl T alkyl. aryloxy. alkoxy. arylamino. alkylamino. hydroxy!, amino, 
halogen a nd cyano group, wherein a substitute of the Al and A2 is at least one selected from 
phenyl, bi phenyl. triphenyl r phenylethenyl. diphenylethenyl. phenylethynyl. phenoxy T tolyoxy, 
vinyl, met hyl, ethyl, propyl, isopropyl. t-butyl. cyclohexyl. diphenylamino. morpholinyl methoxy. 
ethoxy. propoxy. butoxy. dimethylamino. di pehnylamino. fluorine and chlorine group .
